THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT 


Many farmers have noticed a black 
spot, or smudge, on their wheat 
kernels, and they are wondering 
whether it is asfe to use s-ch grain 
for seed, 

This problem has been worrying 
the Canadian Seed Growers Associa- 
tion and plant pathologistg ever s'nce 
1923, whien grain was badly affected 
with the same trouble, ‘The black 
spot is caused by one of several 
furigus diseases, most probably the 
one which rejoices in the name of 
Helminthosporium sativum. 

Plant pathologists tell us that this 
disease may or may not carry over 
from the affected seed into the next 
cre, but that if it dves carry over, 
then the next crop might be seveiely 
damaged, It is found, however, that 
mercuria] dusts sometimes partially 
or complete!y control tl.is disease, 

It ig recommended, therefore, that 
farmers should treat a good sample 
of the grain they, expect to use for 
seed with either Leytosan or Ceresan, 
and then should send about six 
ounces of this treated grain to the 
Dominion Seed Laboratory at Cal-

Canada is ugi2ntly in need of aero- 
planes, areoplane engines and parts 
and other vital war requirements, 
Most of such materials must be jpur- 
chased in the United States and must 
be paid for in cash, To secure these, 
less important calls upon Canada’s 
available supply: of foreign ex- 
change, such as pleasure travel, 
must be subordinated. 'That is why 
the government has asked Canadians 
to forego pleasure visits to thie United 
States. It is not that Canada ia 


spending less money in the United 
States than heretofore, As a mat- 
ter of fact, our expenditures are 
running to record levels, The ques- 
tion is one of deciding on the rela- 


tive importance of the pur- 
pose to which our foreign ex- 
change iesources may be used, 


Obviously aeoplanes and and other 
munitions of war are more im- 
portant in the national] interest to- 
day than pleasure travel of our cit- 
izens in the U.S.A. 

A resident of Canada must have a 
permit to take Canadian or American

Art Of Camouflage 


More Effective And Speedier Methods 
Needed In Britain | 
More effective and speedier cam-| 
ouflage of important industrial prop- 
erties and fortified points in Britain 
must be carried out, a sub-committee 
of the select committee on national 
expenditure urged in its report.

Rowell-Sirois Report 


General Opinion Is That Recom- 
mendations Are Generally Good 


What is the essential question 
raised in the Rowell-Sirois report 
which is now to be considered in a 
conference between the Dominion 
and the provinces? There is a gen- 
eral consensus of opinion in Canada 
that the recommendations are gen- 
erally good, calculated to improve 
practical business of government in 
Canada. It remains to ask whether 
it is wise and practical to attempt! 
to realize these recommendations 
while the country is at war. 

Professor Angus of the University 
of British Columbia, a member of| 
the commission, gave an answer to 
this question the other day. In sum 
it went like this: 

A man (Canada) is carrying a 
load (the present setup of govern- 
ment). It is a badly adjusted load, 
80 badly adjusted that the man finds 
an increasing difficulty in carrying 
his burden. It is suggested (the com- 
mission’s recommendations) that the 
load can be adjusted in certain ways, 
so that it will be easier to carry.

The argument is that this is| 
all the more reason, as he stoops to 
pick up his rifle, that he should ad-|

It Can Be Done 

No doubt the experience of Howe, Texas, could be matched by a num- 
ber of the small towns and villages of the Western Canadian prairies, but 
there are many who have not yet pulled themselves out of the slough of | 
despond into which they have been precipitated during a long era of pro-| 
found depression. It can be done, however, and with very little expense) 
if the will is there, if everybody will roll up shirt sleeves and get busy. | 

It is true that the season of bloom is short on the prairies compared | 
with that of Texas, but a trim, neat appearance will manifest itself long! 
before the peonies start to bloom and long after the last autumn flower 
has been cut down by frost. And that makes all the difference between | 
an attractive spot and one which people instinctively avoid if they can con- | 
veniently do so. 

In every village and town there are vacant lots and wasteland which | 
could easily be converted into beauty spots, mostly with the expenditure | 
of some labor which can be done on a voluntary, co-vperative basis and 
the expenditure of a very small sum for seeds and a few shrubs and trees. | 
It does not take many trees, shrubs and flowers to convert an unsightly | 
corner into a spot which beckons with allure. A few such spots will trans- 
form the appearance of an entire village or town, if every citizen also un- 
dertakes to improve the appearance of his own property. 

Such programs, as already indicated, have a cash value as well as an 
aesthetic one. The farmer and his family who reside equidistantly from 
two towns or villages will instinctively be drawn to transact their business 
in an inviting and attractive place to the disadvantage of the run-down, 
unkempt village, other things being equal. Indeed, they may be expected| 
to be willing to travel a few extra miles to visit the place with an appear- | 
ance of warm welcome, expressed in terms of neatness, beauty and pride.

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Where Beauty Abounds 4 | 

Even more than the farmer out to transact business, is the pleasure- | 
bound tourist likely to be drawn to the village with beauty appeal. He| 
will pass through the ragged, untidy, unkempt town in a cloud of dust but | 
will be tempted to halt and linger, even if only a short while, where beauty | 
abounds; and where he lingers he will usually spend a dollar or two. These! 
dollars mount up when they are multiplied many times over, | 

Then, too, the well kept and beautified village has an uplifting effect | 
upon the morale of its inhabitants. There is an inherent civic pride in the 
voice which can claim citizenship in a place which is recognized as a de- 
sirable place in which to live. And this morale is a valuable thing. It 
enables those who possess it to do great things. No one can doubt, for} 
example, that the surroundings in which the people of Great Britain live, have | 
had much to do with the character which is now supporting them to such 
good purpose in their hour of trial. 

The long winter months afford excellent opportunity for pondering 
upon these things and of planning for the future, As the story of the 
little town of Howe, Texas, shows, all that is necessary is for someone to! 
take the initiative, someone sufficiently respected to inspire enthusiasm, to| 
achieve worthwhile results.

In the great cotton and rayon 
centres of Lancashire the printers of 
cotton piece goods are dealing with 
620,000,000 square yards of cloth a 
year; with 55,000,000 square yards 
of rayon cloth; with 44,000,000 yards 
of mixture fabrics—a total of 710,- 
000,000 square yards. The textile 
finishing trades alone are in fact 
employing no fewer than 100,000 peo- 
ple.

Ships Built By Britain 

At Least 84 Merchant Vessels Com- 
pieted During Nine Months 

Despite air attacks on her sea- 


| ports, Britain completed at least 84 


new merchant ships, most of them 
fast freighters, during the first nine 
months of 1940, an unofficial survey 
of British shipbuilding showed. 

By way of contrast, during the 
same period the United States 
launched approximately 33 vessels. 

New British ships aggregated at 
least 426,500 tons. 

At the same time, naval sources 
said, British shipyards completed 
many of the 100 destroyers and light 
cruisers and 20 escorts and scouting 
vessels she was known to have had 
on the way when the war began. 

The new merchant ships included 
78 freighters averaging between 
5,000 and 8,000 tons, four tankers and 
two passenger vessels. One British 
port alone produced 22 vessels, and 
has almost a score on the way. 

Sir William Isherwood said re- 
cently on arrival at New York that 
“we are building ships like you peo- 
ple build ~autos—with assembly-line 
methods.”

GERMINATION TESTS 


Farmers in the prairie provinces 
will be interested to learn that this 
Department has decided to offer 
wermination tests of field crop seeds 
as a iree service. In order that the 
tests may be thoroughly reliable, 
mnpdern thermostatically controlled 
germinators are being installed. The 
equipment has been designed in 
Consultation with officials of the 
Production Service, Plant Products 
Division, of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Reports on 
samples submitted for testing wil] 
include remarks on the Presence of 
weed seeds and general “soundness,” 

Samples of seed should be taken 
to the nearest country elevator be- 
longing to any of the line elevator 
companies associated with the work 
of this Department. These companies 
are listed on most of the publications 
issued from this office. e 

Sufficient material will be provided 
by 2-ounce samples, but these must 
he delivered at the earliest Possible 
date. It is necessary that our labora- 
tory be in full operation by January 
Ist in order to avoid congestion in 
March, , e 

In addition to the germination 
tests, we shall be glad to make grow- 
ing tests and to report on the purity 
and suitability of the variety for the 
district concerned. If the growing 
test is desired in addition to germi- 
nation, it is only necessary to inform 
the local grain buyer.
